Those of you who read this column regularly know that I believe that all forms of our 
wonderful activity have a place. Traditional square dancing and modern western square 
dancing are part of the same activity. Although there are differences, we have much in 
common and we should rejoice that we have such a wide diversity to offer to those who like 
to dance. The development of the www.squaredancehistory.org web site is a powerful step 
along the path of recognition of what we share. 


David Millstone, who is the current president of the Country Dance and Song Society, 
has been the primary force in the creation of that web site. He recently put together a 
kitchen junket party. His plan was to let some traditional dancer friends join him in danc- 
ing a few early modern square dance tips. He has these available in the collection on the 
web site and thought it would be fun to share the experience. When he told me about the 
plan, I mentioned that I thought the group might enjoy a dance that I had on tape. I had 
created the dance and recorded it at a dance in 1961 and that recording is available on the 
Square Dance Foundation of New England web site. It was a different use of the square 
thru call and was done to a particularly great recording of Scottish music. 


David did include my dance in his party and went even one more step to make a video 
of the group dancing to my calling. He posted the video on YouTube where it collected 
some favorable comments. A few things about it are interesting to me. The first is that we 
danced to faster music then. Another is that the traditional dancers, after they learn the 
call Square Thru which is not used in traditional square dancing, have no trouble dancing 
to my choreography. This was a tip at a club dance in 1961 and even in the patter part of 
the tip I did a figure that repeated four times. That was not unusual then but today would 
be unheard of. Even in singing calls today many callers feel they must change the figure 
lest people become bored. 


I’m very pleased that David made the video so I could see and hear the dancers enjoy- 
ing my dance. They were clearly having fun and the comments on YouTube have also been 
favorable.

Hoedown Sweater 


I am so proud of myself. I finished this sweater. It 
is a vintage picture knit that was originally published | 
in 1957. The knitting is not difficult. All of it is straight f 
knit & purl. The hard part was keeping track of all 
the color changes. I took the pattern to the copier 
and enlarged it double. Then as I completed each row 
I marked it off with a highlighter. The pattern was 
free with the purchase of yarn. The pattern includes 
raglan and set-in sleeves, I did the set in style. The 
instructions include Fair Isle and Colored Pattern 
techniques which are used in this sweater. There are 
also changes for making this a button front sweater. 





This pattern only comes in man’s sizes. The original back length would have been 
about 28 inches. I shortened mine down to 23 inches. The sleeves were also way too long. 
If you are interested in more information about the changes I made, please contact me at

This copyrighted pattern is from Mary Maxim Inc. (www. ia aie com) I called the 
company (800-962-9504) because this pattern is not in their i 

current catalog. The name is Hoedown #447. They were very 
nice and helpful. This is TITAN bulky weight yarn and the 
gauge has to be correct or the dancers could end up looking 
very odd. You can see the different colors of TITAN available 
on their website. 


You can’t see it in these pictures but the man’s pants are 
brown and the lady’s skirt is green. The background is cream 
colored. The notes on the bottom are brown with green lines. 
The selection of colors is up to you. You will need to get eleven 
skeins for the background, one skein for his pants & her hair, p TAE 
one skein for face & legs and one skein for her dress & his E i R 
shirt. The original pattern has treble clef signs on the sleeves. I EE mar 
omitted them.

DANCE TONIGHT by Roy and Sherry Garza 

Phase 2 +1 (Strolling Vine) Two Step; available from Amazon. If you like Paul McCartney 
music you should enjoy this. Side two step, solo left turning box, forward two steps, roll 

4, cut back 4, change sides, strolling vine, broken box, lace across and back, turning two 
steps, twirl/vine, face to face, back hitch, scissors, forward-lock-forward, traveling box, 
hitch double and step apart point. 


I GOTTA KNOW by Peg and John Kincaid 

Phase 2 Two Step; available from Amazon. Here is some more easy to dance to music by 
Elvis Presley. Side touch, side draw close, box, circle box, traveling box, lace across and 
back, face to face and back to back, circle away 2 twos, strut together, side two step, back 
away and side touch 4 times. 


SOUTHERN COMFORT by Sue and Phil Harris 
Phase 2 Two Step; available on GRENN 17042, flip of Tico Tico Cha. Forward two steps, 
box, hitch, scissors, turning two steps, side two steps, point forward and back, reverse box, 


twirl, face to face and back to back, circle away 2 two steps, strut, rock-forward-recover 
and dip back and hold. 


CALIFORNIA DREAMING by Susan Healea 

Phase 3 + 0 + 1 (Alternative Basic) Rumba; available from Amazon and others. This is 
sweet music from a flute. Basic, open break, spot turn, shoulder to shoulder, underarm turn 
to a lariat, 1⁄2 chase to tandem, alternative basic twice, cucaracha cross, twirl/vine, crab 
walk, sidewalks, new yorker, fence line, thru to a serpiente, time steps and a side corte. 


ISLANDS IN THE STREAM by Warwick and Paula Armstrong 

Phase 3 + 1 (Aida) Rumba; available on 25 Top Rumbas CD DLD 1089. % basic, underarm 
turn, basic, shoulder to shoulder, break back to open, progressive walk, spot turn, lariat, 
fence line, cucaracha, whip, new yorker, chase with peek-a-boo, crabwalk, chase and aida. 


‘SS WONDERFUL III by Nancy and Dewayne Baldwin 

Phase 3 + 2 (Reverse Wave, Diamond Turn) Foxtrot; available from Amazon. Great Rod 
Stewart music. Dip with a leg crawl, canter, left turn, back run 2, impetus-semi, wing, 
reverse wave, spin turn, box finish, cross pivot-side car, hover, progressive cross hovers, 
pick-up and run 2, turn left-chasse, back-back/lock-back, outside change-semi and 
diamond turn. 


‘SS WONDERFUL IV by Nancy and Dewayne Baldwin 

Phase 4 + 1(Change of Sway) Foxtrot; available from Amazon. The same great Rod 
Stewart music. Here is a chance to have two good dances to one piece of music at two 
different phases. Dip with a leg crawl, canter, open telemark, maneuver, closed impetus, 
reverse wave, spin turn, box finish, left turn, back hover corte, chasse, over spin turn, 
twisty vine, whisk, chair and slip, diamond turn, hover fallaway, promenade sway and 
change of sway. 
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STAND BY ME BACHATA by Rey and Sherry Garza 

Phase 3 Bachata; available from Amazon. (Bachata is a form of music and dance that 
originated in the countryside and rural marginal neighborhoods of Dominican Republic.) 
The music is definitely different enough for me to try, I just bought the music. Left turning 
box, basic, twirl to a tamara, wheel 6, unwrap, roll 3, side basic, shadow basic, change 
sides, forward and back basic, in place basic and wrap the lady & lower. 


RUNAWAY TRAIN by Nancy and Dewayne Baldwin 

Phase 4 Cha; available on MCA 87-54762. I listened to the Amazon version and could feel 
the beat easily. Chase with peek-a-boos — double, open hip twist, fan, hockey stick, fence 
line, aida, switch rock, spot turn — transition, parallel chase, traveling doors, shoulder to 
shoulder, time steps, basic, chase 3/4 , whip, break back to open, vine 2 face to face and 
back to back, umbrella turns and open break. 


SICILIENNE by Kenji and Nobuko Shibata 

Phase 4 + 2 (Double Reverse Turn, Hinge) Waltz; available on CD Basic Dance Music Vol 
7. Explode apart, open reverse turn, hover corte, back whisk, wing, double reverse turn, 
hover telemark, whiplash, outside swivel, telemark, in and out runs, maneuver, spin turn, 
box finish, over spin turn, back to hinge, weave 6, impetus semi; promenade sway, change 
sway, syncopated vine and change of direction. 


ALL THE THINGS YOU ARE by Phi and Norma Roberts 

Phase 5 Rumba; available on Telemark 940. Basic, natural top, box, chasse, new yorker, 
aida, switch and fan, whisk, alemana/spiral, rope spin, open hip twist, hockey stick, 
progressive walks, wheel 6, kiki walks and pick-up — forward — side — brush. 


A GOOD DAY by Jim and Marianne Senecal 

Phase 6 International/American Waltz; available from Casa Musica. Three fallaways, open 
finish, hover telemark, open natural, syncopated outside underarm turn, contra check/ 
develope, hover corte, tipple chasse, pivot 3, double reverse, bolero contra check, telespin 
ending twice, left turns, whiplash, overhead hinge, same foot lunge and oversway. 


I only review those dances that have readily available music. Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style. Some cuers and dancers have asked me for certain cue sheets that 
have been reviewed. I will always send the cue sheet when requested.

I have written several columns about Quadrilles. This month I offer you a bit of 
whimsy, and the most famous Quadrille of them all: 


The Lobster Quadrille by Lewis Carrol

“- as far out to sea as you can -”

“Back to land again, and - that’s all the first figure,” said the Mock Turtle, suddenly 
dropping his voice; and the two creatures, who had been jumping about like mad things all 
this time, sat down again very sadly and quietly and looked at Alice.

“Would you like to see a little of it?” said the Mock Turtle. 
“Very much indeed,” said Alice.

“Thank you, it’s a very interesting dance to watch,” said Alice, feeling very glad that it 
was over at last: “And I do so like that curious song about the whiting!” 


“Oh, as to the whiting,” said the Mock Turtle, “they - you’ve seen them, of course?” 
“Yes,” said Alice, “Tve often seen them at dinn -” she checked herself hastily. 


“I don’t know where Dinn may be,” said the Mock Turtle; “but, if you’ve seen them so 
often, of course, you know what they’re like?” 


“I believe so,” Alice replied thoughtfully. “They have their tails in their mouths - and 
they’re all over crumbs.” 


“Youre all wrong about the crumbs,” said the Mock Turtle: “crumbs would all wash off 
in the sea...”

Using music to help your dancers (and yourself) 


In many conversations between callers, regardless of experience, the topic is more 
often than not - choreography. How to use a call in a manner that makes the dancers stop 
to take note, or the newest call that’s come down the turnpike. The problem, as I see it, 
is that great choreography is lost in its presentation because when dancers break down 
during the execution of the material, they are not happy and they will probably think the 
caller is doing a poor job. What a pity, that all the of the caller’s hard work in creating 
material for the dancer’s enjoyment, instead lead to their being disenfranchised. 


Wait, it gets worse. It is a fact that dancers who start the tip breaking down repeatedly 
will continue to spiral downward, regardless of the caller’s efforts to lower the degree of 
difficulty. That’s right, break the folks down a lot in the beginning and you have lost them 
for the entire tip and in some cases, for the entire night. Do that a few nights in a row and 
the dancers quit dancing, because no one wants to fail. 


Before any caller starts beating themselves up for breaking folks down, let’s try to 
understand the common problems in today’s square dance calling and some uncommon 
solutions. 


One of the chief causes of broken down squares is that the calls used are beyond the 
dancers capabilities. This could be a call that may be off the program, for example putting 
dancers into a Diamond Formation at Basics level will seem alien to many dancers and 
lead them to adjust their set back to something more familiar or just plain stop moving. 
Using a known call from an obscure set-up will often cause failure, this could be as simple 
as calling Recycle from anything other than an Ocean Wave with Men on the Ends and 
Girls in the Middle. The caller’s expectation exceeded the dancer’s reality. 


An increasingly common problem is dancers are not taught proper styling as part of 
their fundamentals. Styling is the way you dance - everything from how you take hands 
with partner or in an ocean wave, knowing how to align yourself (and your square) with 
walls, square breathing, how to break down and what to do when you break down. In the 
absence of proper dance styling, good dancers needlessly break down in squares. This is a 
growing trend in “modern” square dancing. 


Now, to the credit of the their instructor, the dancers could have learned how to recycle 
from ANY ocean wave, but without being taught styling, their facing couples are skewed 
to the corner of the room, their thumbs ache from being grabbed and jammed in the ocean 
wave and they can’t understand why this traveling caller is “calling so darn fast.” This 
is a little harder to fix, because callers tend to teach the same way they were taught, 
which probably did not included styling lessons. Caller/Teacher textbooks, Sets In Order 
magazine on-line, and CALLERLAB publications are a good place for every caller to start 
learning proper dance styling. 
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Music also leads to squares breaking down (finally on the music topic). Most common 
of all music problems is tempo, the speed at which you expect dancers to move. Tempos 
today are slower than they were even ten years ago; part of it is that more of our music is 
playing in a shuffle style, which has to be slowed down from the traditional boom-chuck. 
If you are spinning records, understand that most music producers stopped putting new 
music on vinyl records more than seven years ago at which time the rhythms were mostly 
boom-chuck at a tempo of around 128-130 beats per minute and if you are using vintage 
vinyl from Rhythm, Chaparral, Blue Star, etc., then the tempos are running between 130- 
132 beats per minute. 


Simply stated, all of your vinyl records are playing too fast for your dancers and need to 
be brought down around “42 RPM” on your old turntable. When music is playing too fast, 
dancers will attempt to keep in time with the music and in the rush will lose their place in 
the square, stop moving with the music and mostly, get rough. Read the music review and 
take note of the tempo used in most new music releases. 


This is a big topic and we will go further next month. 


Last month’s review noted that “This Train,” Riverboat 320, had a flaw in the music 
track subsequently the producer has fixed the track, sent out a replacement to folks who 
have purchased it and replaced the former track for all new sales. A smart move. Now go 
buy some new music.

Steady dance beat. Instruments drop out for dramatic emphasis in the figures. Music 
from piano, fiddle, and guitar playing the lead clearly - sometimes really jazzing it up. 
Background vocals throughout are singing chords so caller will need to be familiar with 
this gospel tune. Could be a real crowd exciter. Doug sounds good, uses great word meter, 
and delivers an interesting, tightly timed figure. 

Heads Pass The Ocean - Extend - Recycle - Sweep % - Square Thru - Trade By - Swing 
Thru - Boy Run - Bend the Line - Reverse Flutter - Sweep % - Veer Right - Promenade 


HALLELUJAH, PM READY 

Coyote 824 by Don Coy (CD/ MP3 SINGLE from dealers) 

Tempo: 124 Rhythm: Boom-Chuck 

Good dance beat with instrumental dropout on middle break for emphasis on percussion. 
Leads clearly playing the melody are guitar and mandolin with fills from fiddle and guitar. 
Key change on close adds excitement to an already up-lifting gospel piece. Don comes 
across well. May need to adjust speed and word meter 

Heads Promenade Halfway - Pass The Ocean - Extend - Swing Thru - Boys Trade - Boys 
Run - Bend the Line - Up & Back - Square Thru % - Swing

Tempo: 120 Rhythm: Boom-Chuck 

Good dance beat with added percussion on end of opener, break, and close. Lead is from 
piano with harmonica fills. Pretty music with an arrangement that is mid-way up the 
energy scale. Caller will need to be familiar with the tune. Speed may need to be adjusted. 
Unfortunately, no vocal track was included with the file sent so the reviewer is unable to 
comment on word meter or the figure. 


MAMA, HE’S CRAZY 

Gold Rush 187 by Lisa Minton (CD/MP3 SINGLE from dealers) 

Tempo: 124 Rhythm: Shuffle 

Dance beat is laid behind the instruments playing the chords. Pretty music from piano 
with steel drifting in and out. Country song that callers will need to know as the vocal will 
be the lead instrument. Caller on the vocal track does a nice job of carrying the tune and 
uses good word meter. Good Plus figure that is tightly timed. Dropping a Scoot Back may 
help dancers who are rushing. 

Heads Square Thru - Single Circle - Swing Thru - Girl Trade - Explode The Wave - Chase 
Right - Scoot Back - Scoot Back - Swing

Gold Rush 188 by Scott Brown (CD/MP3 SINGLE from dealers) 

Tempo: 116 Rhythm: Shuffle 

Percussion offers a modified march feel. Again, pretty music, which is typical of the Gold 
Rush label. Lead from piano making the tune easy to follow. A relaxing number with lyrics 
that lend itself to Christmas. The caller will bring excitement to the singing call. Caller 

on vocal track sounds good and uses proper word meter on a tightly timed figure. Adjust 
speed according to your dancer’s comfort.

Alternate version has no lead, just chords 
playing. Could be a relaxer or floor charger depending on how the caller delivers the song. 
Al sounds like he is enjoying himself on the vocal. He uses good word meter
